REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are pending in the present application. In the above amendments, claims 14 
and 16 have been amended. Claims 13, 15 and 17 are cancelled without prejudice. 

In the Office Action mailed July 2, 2003, the Examiner rejected claims 13, 14 and 16 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hamalainen et al. (U.S. Patent Number 
5,978,386) in view of Terho et al. (U.S. Patent Number 6,507,590 Bl). Claims 15 and 17 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowed if rewritten in 
independent form including all the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. The 
Examiner allowed claims 1-12, 18, and 19. 

Claim 14 has been amended to include all the limitations of the original claim 14 and all 
the limitations of claim 15. Claim 15 is cancelled. Therefore Claim 14 is in a condition for 
allowance. 

Claim 16 has been amended to include all the limitations of the original claim 16 and all 
the limitations of claim 17. Claim 17 has been cancelled. Therefore, claim 16 is in a condition 
for allowance. 

Applicant submits claims 1-12, 14, 16, 18 and 19 are all in a condition for allowance.
